More college grads and 
high-tech professionals 
opting for rural locations

According to a recent article in The 
Washington Post , more college gradu- 
ates and young professionals in high- 
tech fields are returning to rural areas 
due to lower operating costs. What does 
that mean for the Morgan County’s new 
Regional Technology Center (MCRTC)? 

It is a trend the Center seeks to repli- 
cate in West Liberty, according to Cen- 
ter Director, Porter Dailey. 

Opened here in 2003 under the lead- 
ership of former Judge Executive Sid 
Stewart and Rep. John Will Stacy, the 
center, with its array of state-of-the-art 
internet capabilities, was billed as a cata- 
lyst for bringing Morgan County into the 
technology/communications age — as 
a site for a regional high- tech commu- 
nications learning center and as a mag- 
net for high tech businesses with high- 
paying jobs to locate in this area. 

It has yet to live up to those expecta- 
tions. But Dailey points to some suc- 
cesses and expressed a determination, 
echoed by local political and commu- 
nity leaders as well, to bring the dreams 
of its original promoters to fruition. 

MCRTC Director Porter Dailey said 
the center currently houses three tech- 
nology-based firms, including Natural 
Bridge Technologies, Rose Hollow 
Worldwide and Tri-Tech Industries. 

Dailey said Natural Bridge Technolo- 
gies (formerly Belcan Partners) could 
bring a significant number of high-tech 
jobs to the center by 2007 ’s end. 

“Natural Bridge Technologies has 
been under the contract with the state 
Economic Development Council since 
2004,” Dailey said. “They have been 



Julian Carroll urges big 
turnout by party faithful 
to achieve Dem comeback 

A Kentucky Democrat heavyweight 
was a surprise speaker at a party rally 
and fish fry hosted by the Morgan 
County Democrat Executive Committee 
Saturday at Old Mill Park. 

In an old-fashion, off-the-cuff, 
stemwinder of a speech, former Gov. 
Julian Carroll of Frankfort, currently a 
member of the state Senate, lambasted 
the GOP and exhorted the crowd of 350 
to 400 to vote the straight Democrat 
ticket and elect Mike Gevedon as Mor- 
gan County Judge Executive on Nov. 7. 

Carroll said his return to politics was 
prompted by a desire to help provide the 
leadership needed to bring about a re- 
surgence of the Democrat Party in Ken- 
tucky, and he predicted that Democrats 
will take back control of the leigislature 
and elect a Democrat governor in 2007. 

“Morgan County,” he said, “will need 
a Democrat like Mike Gevedon who can 
talk to a Democrat governor.” 

Carroll was introduced by State Rep. 
John Will Stacy, who described the 
former governor as “one of the archi- 
tects of Kentucky’s Democrat Party that 
brought progress to Kentucky and Mor- 
gan County.” 

“We had it good (in Morgan County) 
for fifteen or twenty years,” Stacy said, 
“because we had Democrats in power 
working with a Democrat Congress, a 
Democrat legislature, and a Democrat 
governor.” 

“There’s something going on now 



attempting to develop rural information 
technology support services for this area. 
Their goal is to establish a service en- 
terprise to support businesses and gov- 
ernment agencies by locating highly 
skilled professionals to the center.” 

E-commerce enterprise Rose Hollow 
Worldwide, an eBay sales company, has 
experienced considerable growth since 
locating to the center in 2005. 

“Rose Hollow has been quite suc- 
cessful,” Dailey said. “They buy and 
resell items over the Internet through 
eBay auctions, and sell other people’s 
items on a consignment basis. Because 
of their growth, they will soon be add- 
ing staff and graduating to a larger of- 
fice space, as well as becoming rent-pay- 
ing tenants.” 

Multi-discipline engineering com- 
pany Tri-Tech Industries, another rent- 
paying tenant, has also experienced suc-

called the resurgence of the Republican 
Party,” Stacy said. “But there’s a new 
wind blowing and I think we have in this 
county a resurgence of the Democrat 
Party.” 

Mike Gevedon, the party’s local stan- 
dard bearer, told the crowd, “I’m a 
Democrat and nothing else; I want to be 
your county judge and nothing else; I 
don’t want to be a volunteer for every- 
thing else all over the county; I want to 
be your county judge and do the job of

“Tri-Tech designs prototypes for vari- 
ous manufacturers,” Dailey said. “They 
have two full-time employees and have 
tested projects for Chrysler, as well as 
local companies. Tri-Tech, which was in 
existence before moving to the center, 
simply builds things to see if they work.” 

Despite these successes, the center 
has not yet yielded as many technology- 
based jobs as projected. 

“We have not been able to attract as 
many high-tech firms as we originally 
hoped,” Dailey said. “However, we are 
still working hard to recruit businesses 
to this area, whether they are technol- 
ogy-based or not. Implementing a net- 
work of services and service providers 
will help us do this.” 

Dailey said the center offers afford- 
able rent, office support, web develop-

Welfare System Riddled 
With Fraud

It surely came as no surprise 
to anyone that the special grand 
jury here recently reported that it 
had found the state’s welfare sys- 
tem “is riddled with fraud,” in the 
words of Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo, whose office led the in- 
vestigation of the welfare system. 

Too many people in this poor 
state eligible for food stamps and 
other assistance, too few low- 
salaried case workers to stay on 
top of the system and too little 
oversight of them are a prescrip- 
tion for the kind of fraud and theft 
the grand jury uncovered. 

The grand jury indicted 10 
people on 136 felony charges re- 
lated to fraud. Eight of them are 
employees or former employees 
of the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services or program con- 
tractors. The loss is estimated at 
$700,000, but the grand jury es- 
timated overall loss through theft 
and fraud to be millions of dol- 
lars. 

One caseworker is charged 
with fabricating welfare cases 
and collecting $33,000. Another 
caseworker is charged with mak- 
ing use of a client’s food stamp 
card after the client asked to be 
terminated because her finances 
improved. 

The charges against state em- 
ployees are bad enough - they 
essentially stole money that 
should have been used to help the 
truly needy. But what the grand 
jury discovered about the overall 
program is even more shocking. 

The average caseworker car- 
ries 800 individual cases. If that 
average worker review four cases 
per day for compliance and to 
root out fraud, it would take 10 
full months to review all of those 
cases. 

According to the grand jury 
report, “It is apparent that the 
cabinet needs more casework- 
ers.” 

Obviously. With that impos- 
sible level of paperwork alone, no 
wonder dishonest employees be- 
lieve they can get away with 
stealing money from the system. 

The grand jury, with the help 
of State Auditor Crit Luallen’s 
office, discovered in fiscal year 
2004-2005 that 7,400 payments 
were made to food stamp ac- 
counts after the client was dead. 

I find it unbelievable that any 
daily newspaper in Kentucky can 
learn within half an hour of sui- 



cide bombings in Baghdad, Lon- 
don or Madrid, but the Cabinet for 
Family and Health Services can- 
not learn from the division of vi- 
tal statistics of the death of one of 
the Cabinet’s food stamp clients 
on a timely basis. 

How many hundreds of mil- 
lions of tax dollars have been 
spent on a state government com- 
puter system that is evidently in- 
capable of sharing a death certifi- 
cate among interested state agen- 
cies? 

The grand jury found that, in 
some instances, caseworkers have 
been allowed to award welfare 
benefits unilaterally after being on 
the job for only eight months. 
That is even before the probation- 
ary period on the employee has 
passed. Surely, a supervisor ought 
to be required to sign off on 
awarding new benefits. 

The jurors also offered some 
entirely sensible recommenda- 
tions: require photo ID cards for 
benefits other than food stamps 
and require those physically able 
to apply in person for food 
stamps. And when a food stamp 
account has been inactive for 
three months, freeze it. Now an 
account can accumulate funds for 
as long as nine months after it was 
last used. 

Cabinet Secretary mark 
Birdwhistell conceded there is 
fraud in the welfare system and 
said it points out the “desperate 
need of modernization” and im- 
proved technology. 

That is an understatement. 

There is also an urgent need for 
many more caseworkers to relieve 
the burden on those now weighted 
down with that 800-case 
workload. 

And there is also an urgent 
need for an independent, outside 
investigation of the welfare pro- 
gram that goes beyond the grand 
jury’s work. Perhaps the state 
auditor’s office should have a per- 
manent presence in the Cabinet 
for Health and Family Services. 
Perhaps the cabinet should rein- 
state a contract with Stumbo ’s 
office to investigate fraud 
charges, a contract cancelled 
when the grand jury began its in- 
vestigation. 

That is because ever dollar sto- 
len and taken through fraud is a 
dollar that is not available for 
families to buy food and other 
services they otherwise cannot 
afford.

With people to help, 
farmers will also have the oppor- 
tunity to fill out all forms needed 
for required premise ID and PVP 
numbers. 

The meeting will be held this 
evening, Thursday, October 12, at 
the UK Regional Technology 
Center above the County Library 
at Index. Registration will begin 
at 6:00 pm and the meeting at 
6:30 pm. 

Special speakers include Jim 
Akers of the Kentucky Beef Net- 
work, Daniel Wilson of the UK 
College of Agriculture, and rep- 
resentatives from the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture and 
various livestock yards. 

The changes will strengthen 
the U.S. beef industry and are a 
result of Homeland Security is- 
sues, BSE cases and export prob- 
lems with Japan. 

According the U.S. Meat Ex- 
port Federation, “Traceability is 
a method that builds trust in U.S. 
meat products by providing a 
documented history of each prod- 
uct, demonstrating to consumers 
the United States is accountable 
and stands behind its meat prod- 
ucts.”

The Ghost of Winding Stair 

What everybody’s thinkin’ and tellin’ it 
like it is’ about the upcoming election 



Dear Editor: 

In reading the letter submitted 
last week suggesting I, as a par- 
ent of a school age child in the 
Morgan County school system, 
should ponder the CATS test 
scores for the various elementary 
schools, the point of the letter that 
jumped out at me had very little 
to do with the party that the kids 
at WLES had. The choice of each 
school of how to celebrate the 
accomplishments of their stu- 
dents is individual to that school. 
I feel the point that needs to b e 
addressed is the feeling that the 
children from the other schools 
who are merging with the chil- 
dren who now attend WLES are 
not as good, as talented as, or as 
smart as the children from other 
parts of the county is not true, and 
is a very dangerous idea to fos- 
ter. This type of attitude will fos- 
ter division between children, 
parents, and teachers. It begins to 
sound of a “competition” in 
which instead of being unified as 
parents and teachers with the 
common goal of doing what is 
best for all the children of Mor- 
gan County, we are being sepa- 
rated by “better” and “best.” To 
me, this gives our children an 
early start in creating feelings of 
being “better than” other children, 
when most of us spend a great 
deal of time teaching our children 
to be friends with everyone re- 
gardless of who you are or where 
you are from in the county. We 
teach our children not to be judg- 
mental, however, it seems as if 
that lesson is getting blurred in 
terms of test scores and assess- 
ments. 

I have been professionally in- 
volved with WLES, Wrigley, 
Cannel City, and East Valley El- 
ementary schools, and I am per- 
sonally friends with teachers, par- 
ents, and administrators from ev- 
ery school. I think very highly of 
every school, and of the educa- 
tors at each school. I was im- 
pressed with all the test scores and 
proud of all the children who met 
or exceeded their goals. I think 
Morgan County is blessed with 
some of the most talented and 
caring educators in the state. I feel 
to voice a complaint which in- 
volves a school rewarding a group 
of children for any achievement 
is a demonstration of a very poor 
attitude. Every goal our children 
meet and exceed should be a cel- 
ebration, it doesn’t matter if it was 
CATS scores, No Child Left Be- 
hind, Reading First, or atten- 
dance.

Not votin’ in this election is the 
same as shootin’ yourself in the 
foot ’cause the people from ev- 
ery walk of life in Morgan County 
is gonna be affected by who we 
choose to elect in less than a 
month.

In the school board race at

The Wrigley School has consis- 
tently posted some of the highest 
test scores in the nation and the 
board’s decision to move the 
school out of Wrigley has become 
a big issue with the local voters.

The circuit judge race pits 
Mike Fox, the Carter County At- 
torney, against Rebecca Phillips, 
a trial lawyer in Carter County, 
who recently was appointed by 
the governor to fill out Judge Sam 
Long’s vacated seat. Long retired 
this summer after 25 years on the 
bench. Mike Fox won the primary 
in Morgan County, but lost to 
Phillips in Elliott and Carter. I’ve 
spoken to both Phillips and Fox 
and they both seem to be purty 
intelligent (for lawyers). Both of 
them have campaigned hard in 
Morgan County and I think that 
says a lot for both candidates, and 
especially the Morgan County 
voters. I’ve seen both of them at 
about ever function in this county 
and Mike Fox even got up and 
spoke at the Wrigley PTO meetin’ 
to express his understands ’ of 
why Wrigley folks don’t want to 
see their school moved out of the 
community. These two candidates 
are workin’ hard for Morgan 
County votes and I think we 
should look them both over be- 
fore makin’ up our minds.

Attention beekeepers! 

According to State Apiarist 
Phil Craft, the 2006 spring- sum- 
mer honey flow in most of Ken- 
tucky was very poor. Here and 
there a few beekeepers made 
some honey to harvest, but many 
larger beekeepers did not even 
bother to harvest. As a result, 
many hives went into the summer 
dearth (the period of time in July 
in August when there is virtually 
no nectar flow) low on honey 
store. Many of these hives have 
now entered fall with virtually no 
stored honey in them, and many 
beekeepers have been feeding 
their bees for some time. If you 
have not checked your hives for 
food stores in the last month or 
so, you need to do so soon. You 
may find you need to begin feed- 
ing. 

Bees should be fed “thick” 
syrup at this time of year, mix two 
parts granulated sugar to one part 
water. If feeding high fructose 
corn syrup, feed it undiluted. II 
you need further advice on feed- 
ing or other fall beekeeping 
chores, please do not hesitate to

ment services and state-of-the-art 
office complexes to entice busi- 
nesses. 

“Because of our lower operat- 
ing costs, firms that locate here 
can concentrate on developing 
business and marketing their 
product,” Dailey said. “This is 
how we are helping our firms get 
started and eventually flourish, 
and we are very proud of that.” 
He acknowledged that some 
young professionals still avoid 
rural areas, however. 

“People who live in bigger cit- 
ies must weigh the urban and ru- 
ral lifestyles,” Dailey said. “They 
have grown accustomed to metro 
services that many rural areas do 
not provide, like mass transit and 
more eating and shopping estab- 
lishments, and some metropolitan 
residents are not willing to sacri- 
fice those amenities.” 

But, conversely, he said, rural 
areas such as ours also offer many 
activities urban areas cannot. 

“Life is a lot simpler in rural 
areas,” Dailey said. “While resi- 
dents may not have access to 
many urban services, they do 
have the beauty and safety of the 
environment, as well as family 
and friends. This area in particu- 
lar offers many activities that 
many young professionals enjoy, 
including hiking, boating, biking 
and rock climbing. West Liberty 
is also within one hour of larger 
cities, so one living here can ex- 
perience the best of both worlds.” 
Dailey said high-speed 
internet access such as is offered 
at the center can make the transi- 
tion from urban to rural life easier 
for technology-based entrepre- 
neurs. 

“The Internet levels the play- 
ing field for technology and e- 
commerce enterprises,” Dailey 
said. “Business owners can com- 
municate with other proprietors 
across the world without leaving 
home - and be as successful in 
West Liberty as they could be in 
downtown San Francisco.”

“We have excellent computer 
literacy training programs for en- 
trepreneurs, farmers and even 
children,” Dailey said. “Our Con- 
nect Kids program provides refur- 
bished computers to families that 
previously did not have comput- 
ers. These computers came from 
the University of Kentucky math 
department and are pnly three 
years old. We teach the children 
and their parents how to use 
them.” 

Dailey said post-secondary 
adult training programs are not as 
successful, however. 

“Cisco Systems attempted to 
offer at the center on three occa- 
sions a program for adults,” 
Dailey said. “There was no im- 
mediate interest from the area; the 
public seemed to perceive that 
there were few high-tech jobs 
available in this county. That is 
true at this point, unfortunately.” 

New leadership from 
Morehead State University could 
renew interest in training pro- 
grams. 

“MSU will take over the 
facility’s operation and programs 
from the University of Kentucky 
on July 1, 2007,” Dailey said. 
“When this transition is complete, 
there will be a stronger effort to 
offer a wider array of technology 
programs. We are looking for- 
ward to our new relationship with 
MSU, though we have no expan- 
sion plans at this time.” 

Dailey said he hopes public 
support will grow and enable the 
center to reach its full potential 
to revitalize the local economy. 

“Public support has been 
great,” Dailey said. “However, 
there are still quite a few citizens 
who do not understand what we 
do here. We are working to 
change that through press releases 
and advertisements; community 
education is a priority to us.” 

Dailey continues to be opti- 
mistic and said he envisions con- 
tinued growth as the center works 
to fulfill its primary objective. 

“Our basic mission is to bring 
high-tech businesses into the area 
and help them grow,” Dailey said, 
adding that he is confident that in 
time, “the community will ben- 
efit from the technology educa- 
tion and workplace skills devel- 
opment potential available to area 
residents through the center and 
as more urban professionals 
choose to reclaim their rural 
roots.” 

In the meantime, the spacious, 
modern facilities at Morgan 
County Technology Center re- 
main a beacon to developing new 
companies as well as established 
firms, whose managers and em- 
ployees yearn for a more relaxed 
lifestyle, to locate here.

Magoffin man 
found guilty in 
meth drug case 

SALYERSVILLE — A 
Magoffin County man could 
spend the next decade in prison 
after being found guilty last week 
on drug-related charges. 

Jack Brent Crace, 42, of 
Bloomington, was recommended 
for a 10-year sentence by a 
Magoffin Circuit Court jury that 
convicted him of first-offense 
manufacturing methamphet- 
amine.

there are numerous fire depart- 
ment positions for females. 

“Firefighting is not just for 
men,” Conley said. “Women can 
be interior firefighters if they 
choose to, and there are several 
other things they can do without 
going into the fire - like pump op- 
erations, water and tool supply, 
breathing apparatus assistance, 
exterior fire attack or even 
fundraising.” 

Conley also gave an update on 
the department’s search for a new 
firetruck, made possible by a 
$100,000 Community Facilities 
Grant to the City of West Liberty 
in September. 

“Firetruck specifications have 
been submitted to the Department 
of Rural Development,” Conley 
said. “We are waiting for ap- 



proval, and we will advertise for 
bids in local newspapers and fire 
department websites. Once bids 
are accepted and reviewed, it will 
take approximately six to nine 
months for the truck to be built.”

Kentucky Homeplace helps medically underserved 
Morgan Countians access health care services 



WEST LIBERTY, Ky., Oct. 10 
— Not so long ago, Cathern Ball 
faced an all-too-common di- 
lemma: Being without health in- 
surance and on a fixed income, but 
in need of multiple medications to 
combat a heart condition and high 
blood pressure. 

Luckily, the West Liberty 
housewife was referred by a local 
social services agency to Ken- 
tucky Homeplace, a patient assis- 
tance program that links unin- 
sured and underinsured rural resi- 
dents with a variety of health ser- 
vices, including medications. Just 
a few pieces of paperwork later, 
one of the program’s Morgan 
County family health care advi- 
sors was able to get the prescrip- 
tions filled - free of charge. 

Without that assistance, Ball - 
who suffered a heart attack and 
stroke last December - is not sure 
how she would have survived. 

“It’s meant everything,” she 
said of Kentucky Homeplace, ac- 
knowledging that cost previously 
prevented her from filling some 
prescriptions. 

Ball does not qualify for Med- 
icaid and, at age 59, is not old 
enough to receive Medicare ben- 
efits. Her seven medications alone 
accounted for one-fourth of the 
amount Ball’s husband and 
daughter receive in Social Secu- 
rity payments. 

“Without this help,” she said, 
“I’d (still) be deciding which 
medicines to get.” 

Ball is among the nearly 200 
Morgan County clients that fam- 
ily health care advisors Samantha 
Adkins, Amanda Lykins and other 
Homeplace staff members have 
assisted during the past year. In- 
deed, the task of health care advi- 
sor is a busy one in Morgan 
County, which has the state’s 12 th - 
highest rate of residents uncov- 
ered by health insurance (18.2 
percent) and where nearly one- 
third of the population lives be- 
low the federal poverty level. 

“It’s easy to see the need is here 
for a program like this,” Adkins 
said. “I love helping people and 
this is a job where I can do that.” 

Since its creation by the state 
legislature in 1994, Kentucky 
Homeplace has helped thousands 
of rural residents in need of 
health-related assistance. Based at 
the University of Kentucky Cen- 
ter for Rural Health in Hazard, the 
program uses lay health workers 
like Adkins to help medically 
underserved residents in 58 coun- 
ties not only access medications, 
but also medical supplies, disease- 
and wellness-related educational 
materials, and other services. 

Kentucky Homeplace is a pub- 
licly funded program provided 
free of charge to its clients. The 
program has no eligibility restric- 
tions, although most of the com- 
panies from which medications 
are accessed do have income
